The prop- 
osition to put the police and all 4 city 
officials under civil service rules and ex- 
tend the mayoralty term to four years has 
undoubtedly carried by a majority very 
close to that obtained by Swift. The re-

Great Britain has taken posession of Punta 
Barina, the mouth of which is io tke Ori- 
noco what the Isiand of Givraitar is to 
the Mediterranean. She has also equipped 
a naval station on Trinidad Island, just 
off'the mouth.

The concession near Trintdad Island is 
believed to be the Island of Patos. It is 
very near the British naval station and 
particular rich in asphalt.

Day ran out of the front door 
and went over to the Sickles gen 
Company's place, across the street, whe 
he stood behind the stone facing the door. 

A crowd of Thorn’s friends followed and 
many pistole were drawn. Day vegan 
shooting and emptied bis revolver, but he 
hit no one. The fire was returned, but 
without result. Day then retreated into 
Sickles’s store, and, running up stairs, se- 
ereted himself until officers Sullen and 
Ward arrived and arrested him. Thomas 
Taff, who was very. drunk, said that Day 
entered the saloon drunk and looking for 
trouble. He stood by a post and steadied 
himself, and then, without provocation, 
fired point blank at Thorn and ran out 
of the saloon, 

The following was said to be the story 
of the other side: This morning Day 
went to Four Courts to swear out a war- 
rant against William Ward for fraudulent 
voting.

| The Supreme Court Reverses the De- 


cision in Button’s Case. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 2.—The Su- 
preme Court today filed a decision upon an 
extraordinary point in the case of Charles 
Button of San Bernardino, who, after a 
trial for murder, was convicted of man- 
slaughter. While out camping with sev- 
eral companions, all intoxicated, Button 
assaulted one lying in a drunken stupor, 
his head resting upon a stone. Without 
apparent provocation, Button jumped upon 
his upturned face and stamped upon it 
until it was unrecognizable. Then, seized 
with remorse, he hunted up and saddled 
his horse, preparing to leave the camp. 

The man attacked came to fifteen min- 
utes after the assault and attacked Button 


with a knife. Button disarmed im. Sez- 


ing a rifle, he again approached Button, 
who shot him, pleading self-defense in 
that he had tried to avoid a second quar- 
rel. The Supreme Court reversed fudg- 
ment because the lower court’s charge had 
not stated that he who first provoked a 
quarrel and then tries to prevent further 
altercation is allowed to defend himself. 
Should the second man be wilfully blind 


to the overtures of peace, he must take the 
consequences.

(Harper's Weekly) Colorado did 
distance California and become the Poe 
of the gold-producing States, as was pre- 
dicted during the latter part of 1894.

I have just obtained the 
official figures that have been sent to the 
Director of the Mint at Washington, D.

These figures are 2 to those 
who believe that they know Colorado to

The gain 
during the last year was due to the new 
working of old mines, and also to the oper- 
ation of placer mines, idle for a dozen 
vears. but now worked again under the 
new hydraulic mining law. yg in Cali- 
fornia. as 21 else in coun 
try, it is the quartz mining that yields the 
heaviest returns. This needs so great an 
original outlay that there are said to be 
hundreds of mines in California, apes 
ductive, undeveloped, or 
that are the property of men — com- 
panies without the means to work them. 
The improved. modern machinery used in 
guartz mining is what makes this more 
profitable than ever before, and it is in- 
vestment in these mines that has increased 
and will in years to come increase the 
gold output of the State. The Utica mine, 
which turned out $1,309,987.51 in 1893; the 
Kennedy mine in Amador county, which 
yielded $662,729.63, and the North Star 
mine at Grass Valley, which produced 
$335,.756.94—were all old mines that had 
been reopened or worked by perfected 
methods. According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the State mineralogist says 
that more attention is being paid to min- 
ing than for twenty years past. Men from 
the Bast are looking over the gold fields.

“It is hardly necessary to say that, 
as yet, few reforms have been put in 
operation. The Chinese calendar has 
been discarded. The whole scheme uf 
the officiary has been reorganized. 
The new coin has been put into circu- 
lation. The wearing of long sleeves 
by the Nyanghau class has been discon- 
tinued. A police has been organ- 
ized, and a law requiring the name of 
each inmate of each house to be 
on the front door has been enforced. 
The more radical reforms are still in 
abeyance, but upon the completion of 
the council's work and its ratification 
by His Majesty they will doubtless be 
put in operation as rapidly as the still 
unsettled condition of the country will 
permit.” 

And thus the great world changes. 
Out of the turmoil and the blackness 
of war comes the sunlight of human 
advancement. Out of strife; out from 
bloody battlefields, from conquering 
and from subjugation spring those 
forces which mold the destinies of na- 
tions and sweep backward the bar- 
| barism of the past. The pathway or 
progress is not smooth; it is not al- 
ways clear, but in the end we shall 
gee that out of all this overturning of 
dynasties, these revolutionary changes, 
will come the end to be desired, the 
general uplifting and advancement of 
the nations of the earth, until civiliza- 
tion is universal and the barbarism of 
centuries is buried in the sepulchre of 
the past.

What the Police Say About a Pico 
Heights Store.“ 
The police complain about a saloon lo-

The Gounty Clerk’s Fees Cut in Half. | 


Good for Litigants, but Bad 
tor the Officiale—The | 
New Schedule. 


In conformity with the new Generel 
County Nee Bill, passed by the last Legis- 
lature, there was a wholesale slaughter of 
the rates heretofore charged in the various 
county offices yesterday, Particularly are 
these changes noticeable in the County 
Clerk’s office, for under the new schedule 
litigants only have to pay one-half of the 
amount formerly charged for filing the pre- 
liminary papers in civil actions. 

The new rates, which are now in effect, 
are as follows: 

Filing new suits, other than probate, $5; 
probate matters, where value of estate does 
not exceed $3000, $5; for each $1000 over 
that amount, $1 extra; filing contests, $3; 


$1; fling remittitures from Supreme Court, 

50 cents; copies 5 records, 10 cents per 

folio; certificates, 25 gents: Aline claims, 15 

cents; marriage licenses, $2; other licenses, 

$1; filing articles of tion, $1; tak- 

ing affidavits, 26 cents; acknowledgments, 
cents. 


THE ASSESSOR’S FEES. 


As He QGlaims Them, the Auditor 
Will not Settle. 

Theodore SummMeriand, the County As- 
sessor, has over $26,000 of the county's 
funds on his hands, but, strange to say, 
can induce md one to relieve bim of the 
cash and responsibility. 

On the first Monday in April, im accord- 
ance with the requirements ot the law, 
the County Assessor presented to the 
County Auditor a statement of his collec- 
tions, as follows: State poll tax collected

SUMMERLAND, April 2.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The oil industry at Summer- 
land is obtaining considerable importance. 
There are ten wells completed, which &re 
averaging about 150 barrels per day with 
eighteen more new wells under construc- 
tion.

HONOR TO THE AUTHOR OF THE 
AL 


At Noon Today All School Children 
Will Salute the Flag and Sing 
of Liberty—A National 
Observance. 


Today, just at noon all the school chil- 
dren will salute the flag, and sing the 
grand old hymn, “My Country, ‘Tis of 
Thee,” to celebrate the eighty-seventh 
anniversary of the birth of the Rev. Dr. 
Samuel: Francis Smith, who is now pass- 
ing his declining years in Newton, Mass. 
Dr. Smith was born in Boston, at the 
North End, under the sound of old Christ 
Church chimes, Friday, October 21, 1808. 
As early as the age of 11 he became the 
author of verses, and at the Latin school 
he received a gold medal for an English 
poem. He entered Harvard in 1825, in the 
same class with Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
the late Judges Benjamin R. Curtis and 
George. T. Bigelow, the Rev. James Free- 
man Clarke, William E. Channing and 
Samuel May. He was graduated from 
the Andover Theological Seminary in 1832 
In February, 1834, he became pastor of 
the village Baptist church in Waterville, 
Me.. and continued there for eight years, 
after which he removed to Newton Cen- 
ter. which has ever since been his home. 
Hymns from the pen of Dr. Smith are 
found in the hymn books of all Christian 
denominations. One of his best known 
missiqnary hymns, “The Morning Light 
is Breaking,” has been translated into 
many languages. During his subsequent 
history he has been occupied in general 
literary pursuits, and in editorial labor, 
largely in the service of Christian mis- 
sions. His most important publications 
are a “History of Newton,” ‘Missionary 
Sketches” and ‘“Rahbles in Mission 
Fields. 

Dr. Smith tells the following story of 
„America:“ The late William C. Wood- 
bridge brought from Germany many years 
ago a number of books used In schools 
there containing words and musi¢, and 
committed them to the late Dr. Lowell 
Mason, who. placed them in Dr. Smith's 
hands, asking him to translate anything 
he might find worthy, or, if he preferred, 
to furnish original words to such of the 
music as might please him. It was among 
this collection that, on a gloomy Feb- 
ruary day in 1832, the student at Andover 
found its present music attached to a pa- 


nde brought into being America’s national 
hymn. Much discussion has occurred in 
England as to the origin of this air, which 
in 1815, it is said, served for the national 
hymns in England, in Prussia anddn Rus- 
sia, it being superseded in the latter coun- 
trv only about a generation ago. It has 
sometimes been claimed that Handel com- 
posed and introduced it into England, but 
the researches of Chappell and of the 
Germans, Fink and Chrysander, Handel's 
biographers, agree in ascribing the orig- 
inal strain to the Englishman, Henry 
Carey. 

The hymn, written without the slightest 
purpose to produce a national lyric, was 
almost immediately taken up by the peo- 
ple, because it appealed to the popular 
heart. It was first produced on a festive 
occasion at a children’s celebration of the 
anniversary of American Independence, at 
Park Street Church, July 4, 1832. Very 
soon it found its way into district schools 
and Sabbath-schools and patriotic gather- 
ings throughout the country. 

Truthfully has Whittier spoken of this 
hymn as the “song of our country.“ 
“adopted by sixty mililons of freemen. It 
has kept time to the mareh of freedom. 
Tt Has been sung around campfires and the 
sick and wounded have forgotten their 
pain in listening to it. It has followed

A Monthly Meeting of the Historical 
Society. 

The Historical Society held its monthly 
meeting för April Monday evening in the 
city courtroom. Secretary J. M. Guinn 
read an invitation to the society to send 
delegates to the meeting of the Interna- 
tional. Geographical Congress which meets 
in London, Eng., July 26; also the appli- 
cation of Murray E. Poole of Ithaca, N. 
V., asking to be admitted as a member of 
‘the society. 

P. W. Dooner, Bsq., read a paper en- 
titled “The lLiodern Trust in its Appli- 
cation to Agriculture,” The condition of 
the farmer is desperate year 
after year, an insidious something is gnaw- 
ing away his independence, while the 
trader, the manufacturer and the capitalist 
through the instrumentality of combina- 
tion are in the enjoyment of a superabund- 
ande.“ 


To remedy the depressed condition of 
the agricultural classes, the writer rec- 
ommended the formation of trusts. Cail 
meetings, district the counties, combining 
from twenty to fifty ericulturists in an 
association, then incorporate. The several 
boards of corporate directors should be 
empowered to regulate production and ap- 
portion the kinds and extent of the crops 
to be planted throughout the several dis- 
tricts. They should also control the har- 
vesting and marketing of the products and 
the distribution of the proceeds as divi- 
dends when the crops are finally disposed 
of. . Some of the advantagés of the trust 
are that it abolishes the middleman and 
distributes all the profits arising from 
agricultural production among the per- 
fons who have created the wealth. Tf 
rightly mangel it will do away with ruin- 
ous. competition and prevent overproduc- 
tion of certain commodities. 

It will create. a solidarity in the agri- 
cultural classes wh'ch, combined with their 
numerical strength. will place the control 
of pute affairs largely in their hands so 
long as they will remain divorced from the 
professional. politician—the one great abid- 
ing evil of our institutions. 

The paper was discussed be Messers. 

The society 
adjourned to meet the first Monday even- 
ing in May.
